The total abolition of typhoid is quite definitely in sight if tndividuals and 
communities will only take full advantage of the preventive means now avail- 
able to all. Already in Saskatchewan typhoid has disappeared from the list 
of fifteen diseases causing the greatest mortality. 

The Great War taught the world one great and invaluable lesson, For 
the first time in history huge armies, unparalled in numbers, were practically 
free from those two old army diseases, typhoid and smallpox, which formerly 
killed thousands, The compulsory use of methods of inoculation in the 
army have Jeft objectors to vaccination and inoculationwithout an argument 

Tuberculosis, the dread great white plague, is also beIng overcome 
through education and the application of proper methods, 
is steadily decreasing. ‘The betterment is being brought about, not through 
cures, but by prevention. ‘Today the three Prairie Provinces have the lowest 
degth rate from tuberculosis of all the P royince ‘S.
